Dr. Hibbard, of Btebmoad, Daeltaae ta
Eaforce tb« Law oa tbc Subject—Treable

Dr. James F. Hibbard, health officer of
Wayne county, baa issued a circular to tha
school boards, township trustees and teteto
era of Wayne county, from which the fol*
lowing isan eziraet:

Abandoning compulsory vaccination must
not be construed to signify that vaccination is
Is esteemed less ~ efiicadoua. nor
smallpox lees dangerous _ than
ferly; on the contrary, eacn returning day
brings additional evidence, notonly of the viFs
nlence and loathsomeness of smallpox, but of
the power of Vsortnation to save from _Its rav-
Mpea, and It is boped that all perrons wilU avail
themselves of the protective influence* of vac-
cination voluntarllg, now that attempts at com-
pulsion have eeaaed.

It is probable that this circular may pro-
voke some unpleaaaatness. Already about
eighty per cent of the school children of
the state have been vaccinated, and ahou'd
other county health officers be moved to
follow the lead of Dr. Hibbard, there would
be for the preaent bat little effect through-

out the state. It is suggested tha'
the state beard of health should
take Dr. Hibberda action under

consideration, to ascertain from what
source he derives authonty to set aside its
defiaite regulations, tha law providing that
the county commissioners in their capacity
as health boards, should work in eonjone*
tion with the state health board. This in-
dependent action of Dr. Hibbard’s
looks as though sn effort  was
making to eripple the state board in the
execise of its authority and it is likely
there will be some trouble. According to
the faw it.js.not.the. duty of the teachers
or trustee* to enforce the law, but simply
to report its infraction. Enforcement Is
the duty of the health authorities and the
state board has never as yet ordered
prosecution.
